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-..> ‘Last Monday was the feast of the Holy Nanie of Jeu. 
- --}t is customary for the Holy Name Society to observe the 
feast on the second Sunday of January, the day of its first 
monthly Communion in the new year. 
On this occasion every member should renew his pledge, 
- which, when publicly recited, is as follows: 

“Blessed be God, the Father, Son and Holy Ghost! I. 
profess publicly my belief that our Lord Jesus Christ is the 
Son of God, made man for the salvation of mankind. I 
recognize His divine authority, and believe that all power 
on earth, civil and religious, comes from Him. All lawfully 
‘constituted authority I respect and promise to obey. May 
the God of Justice guide the minds and uphold the hands of 
those vested with its power. May the God of Might break 

asunder the bonds of those met together against the Lord 
‘and against His Christ. In honor of His divine Name, I 
“pledge myself against perjury, blasphemy, profanity and 
obscene speech. Praised be the Name of God, and blessed 
be the Name of His divine Son, now and forever!” 

The Holy Name Society has probably a larger member- 
ship than any church sodality in America, and, considering 
that it is constituted only of men, it is noteworthy. 

My first request of you in the new year is to be a faith- 
ful member of your sodality, to receive Holy Communion 

“with the general body every month during 1928, and to ob- 
serve scrupulously the pledge to abstain from all indecent 
language, from all cursing and profane language, and to 
observe the Sunday religiously. 

Then there are, of course, some men in every parish who 
have not affiliated with the Holy Name Society, even though 
they cannot offer a valid excuse for remaining out of it. I 
beg them to present their names for admission into the So- 
ciety, at an early date, and by so doing to give encourage- 
ment to the pastor, to set a good example to.their children, 
and to bring down God’s blessing on themselves and 
families. 

The fact that you may have contracted the habit of 
cursing and that you are likely to make use of such lan- 
guage indeliberately even after taking your pledge not to do 
so, does not justify your remaining outside the ranks of the 
Holy Name Society. There is a standing obligation for yous 
to discontinue the practice of profane language, and of curs- 
ing, whether you join the Holy Name Society or not, and 
you sin more grievously when you indulge in such language, 
even unconsciously, while you are not trying to overcome it. 
When you take a pledge to abstain from such language, 
evidently you are determined to keep it, and the uncon- 
scious infractions of the second Commandment will not be 
held against you by the Almighty simply because 
pledge shows that such infractions are not wilful. ss 

For a man to receive Holy Communion once a month is 
not too frequent in these days when such a large proportion 
of the congregation receives weekly, and when the Church 
advocates even daily Communion. The most certain way to 
keep your children faithful in the practice of their religion 
is for them to see their father approach the Holy Table at 
least monthly. The younger children will also be bene- 
ficially influenced by the practice of monthly Communion on 
the part of their older brothers. 

Since the habit of profanity is so prevalent, and since it 
cannot be condoned on any grounds, thg least that we Cath- 
olics can do is to show a united front against it. We, whose 
tongues are sanctified in baptism, and more ‘particularly 
every time the Sacred Host touches them in Holy Com- 
munion, should be free from al! vices of-the tongue, no mat- 
ter how common they may be among those not of our Faith. 

To be clean of speech, therefore, during the year 1928 
should be the effort of every one and to remain clean of 
speech by pledge should be the particular decision of every 
Catholic gentleman. 
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That is Home, in the truest sense of the word, where 
father and mother, with true, mutual consideration founded 
on genuine love, work together, plan together, and pray 
together that they may rear their children as dutiful sub- 
jects of God and country. In ¢Sat Home, the father, besides 
earning the livelihood, shares in the care and direction of 
the children; by word and example he inculcates the love 
and service of God. The true mother, while she labors to 
make the home neat and attractive and ministers to the 
comforts of husband and children, mingles the active ser- 
vice of Martha with the quiet prayers of Mary as she sanc- 
tifies her work and her time by her fervent prayers and 
willing sacrifices. In such a Homeé_the children will be 
trained in virtue; to such a Home their thoughts will travel 
after they have left its protecting influence and appreciating 
the blessings their home has brought them, they will rise up 
ape their parents blessed.
